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The Master said: “The mind of the 
superior man is conversant with right- 
eousness; the mind of the mean man is 
conversant with gain.” 
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He who is clever and fond of learning 
is not ashamed to seek knowledge from 
his inferiors. 
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The Master said: “At fifteen, I set my 
mind ipon wisdom. At thirty, I stood 
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Remembering after hearing; learning 
without satiety; and instructing others 
without being wearied. 
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The man who is poor yet not servile, 
or who is rich yet not proud. 
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The Master, standing by a stream, said, 
‘It passes on just like this, not ceasing 
day or night!” 
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The Master said: “When I walk along 
with two others, they may serve me as 
my teachers. I can select the good qual- 
ities of the one and copy them, and the 
unsatisfactory qualities of the other and 
correct them in myself.”
